No Candidate for the College can be nominated thereto, until 
he has completed the sixteenth year of his age. And no person 
who has been dismissed from the Army or Navy, or expelled from 
any place of education, will be nominated to the College. 

The parents or guardian of every candidate for the college will 
be required to address the following letter to the nominating 
Director:—

The parent, guardian, or near relation, must then add his 
certificate as to the truth of the affidavit, which must be similar to 
that ordered to be annexed to the extract from the parish register. 

The above-mentioned certificate (and affidavit, tn cases where 
an affidavit shall be required) are to be annexed to the petition to 
be written by the candidate, and they are tn sign a declaration 
iherccn, that they have lead these punted instructions. The same 
# declaration is to be signed by the parent, guardian, or near rela¬ 
tion of the candidates respectively. 

Caudidates are to produce certificates from the person under 
whom they have received their education, stating the nature <>f 
that education, and the prohciency they have made therein ; and 
also certifying as to their mental ability, conduct, disposition, and 
character, to comprise a period of not less than twn years imme¬ 
diately preceding the time of presentation. 

Candidates will be interrogated in an open Committee as to 
their character, connexions, and qualiBcations, conformably to 
the General Court’s resolution of the 6th July 1809. The nature 
of this interrogation may be known on application to the Clerk 
of the College department. 

A student publicly expelled the college v^ill not be admitted 
tnfo the Company's civil or military service in India, or into the 
(Dompany's Military Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a Writer in the Company’s Service 
whose age is less than eighteen or more than twenty-two years, 
nor until he shall have resided two terms at least, in the collegf, 
and shall have obtained a certificate signed by the Principal in 
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behalf of the College Council, of his having conformed himself 
to the statutes and regulations of the College. 

On a student’s appointment to be a Writer, a legal instru¬ 
ment is to be entered into by some one person (to he appiovcd 
by the Court of Direcfors) binding himself to pay the sum of j^sooo, 
as liquidated damages, to the Company, for breach of a covenant tf> 
be entered into that the student’s nomination hath not been in any 
way bought, or sold, or exchanged for any thing convertible into 
pecuniary benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college ts determined by thecer- 
nheate of the College Council, which is granted with reference to 
the industry, proficiency, and general good behaviour of the students. 

Such rank to take effect only in the event of the student’s pro¬ 
ceeding to India within six months after they are so ranked. 


TERMS OF ADMISSION FOR STUDENTS. 

One hundred guineas per annum, for each student; a inoieiy 
whereof to be paid at the commencement of each term, there being 
two lu the year, besides the expense of books and stationery. 

Students to provide themselves with a table-spoon, tea-spoon, 
knife and half a dozen towels, tea equipage, and a looking, 
glass : aIsd[^Hh not less than two pair of sheets, two pillqp-cases, 
and two brduncist cloths. 

The Candidates will be examined in the classics and arith¬ 
metic, and if they be not found to possess a competent knowledge 
of at least two of the Latin classics, the easier parts of the Greek 
Testament, and the principles of grammar, as well as the common 
rules of arithmetic, together with vulgar and decimal fractions, 
they will be remanded until the commencement of the nest term. 

Ten guineas to be paid on leaving College by each student, for 
the use of the philosophical apparatus and library.

TERMS OF admission 

Conditions and Qualifications for a Candidate, 

1. 1^0 candidate can be admitted under the age of fourteen) 
or above ilie age of eigtiteeti, years. 

2. Every candidate must produce a certificate of bis birth 
taken from the parish register, and signed by the minister, and 
cpuiuei'signcd by the cbiurbwardens ; or, if born in Scotland, by 
the session’s clerk and two elders, accompanied by r declaration 
from ills father, inotber, or nearest of kin, the forins> of which 
may be bad at the office of the Secretaiy in the Military De- 
partiueiit. In the event of there beiug no register of bis birth 
or haptisuif tin; candidate will he fnrnishi'd with the form of a 
rtrclaratton to be taken by him previously to his being appointed. 

No candidate will be admitted witboiit a certificate that he 
has had the stnall-pox, or has been vaccinated ; nor without a 
<crtificate, in the prescribed form, to be given by two practising 
surecons, that lie has no mental or bodily detect whatever to 
(.istpiai'.iv him for military servicr. 

4. Krery caiulklate must prodtu'c a certirieale of good conduct 
from the master under whom be has Iasi studied. 

5. Every candidnte iiiiist deliver the nanu s and addresses of two 
persons ie.sidingin London, or its vlciniiy, who engage to receive 
him if he shall be dismis.'cd from the seminary, or removed from 
sickness or any other cause.

Vacations. —Midsummer commences about the middle, of 
June, ends 31.st July. 

Chri*itnTAs coinmcnces about the middle of 
Dtrember, ends 31st jHniiHry. 

At the close of every vacation, the cadet must apply at the 
Cadet Department, Military Sccictaiy’s Office, East-Imlia House, 
for an order for Itis re-ailmission, and all sums tlien due to the 
Company must be paid up. This order will express that he is 
only t(»be re-admitted upon his returning wltli the *<anie niunher 
df boohs and instruments which he took homew'illi him, ti-at 
his linen is put into prup -r repair, and that he i.s in a fit .stale 
of health to renew hi.s studies. 

No cadet can he allowed tf> remain at the seminary more than 
four terms wiiiioiit the special |)eriiiission of the Court, ami tlieii 
only upon cenain prescribed conditions. 

Notice to Parents and Guardians. 

The frieud.> of every cadet are hereby informed, ihat provision 
beini' made fur fiirnisiniig him with every requisite, he enniiot 
really wnint a supply of iiioiiey to be placed at hif disposal while 
utiiie seminary ; and it they do notwitiistaiiding think pioper to 
furnish him with money, they put it in his power to oimmit 
irrecularities, which must always retard his studies, am! may 
eventually lead to his leinoval from the institution. 

'I'he piireiits and tkieuds are further particularly desired not to 
attend to any application from tlie cadet tor money, undei tlie 
pretence of his having incuin-dany debts at Croydon, or else, 
where, or for the purpose of subscribing to public charities, or 
any other pretence wliatjeter. 

It having become known that cadets have been in the habit 
of vvritiiic to their friends for money, under the pretence that 
there were so many stoppage.s from tlieir weekly Hliowance that 
they had scarcely any money !ett, the Committee have ascertaint d 
that these stoppages have arisen, not only from wilful and 
wanton destruciion of public, property, but in a coiisi(lcr.ible 
degree from the postage of letters, and the carriage of parcels 
addre.ssed to the cadets. It has in conseqiieiiec iteen ordered, 
that no letter or parcel shall be admitted into the seminary 
unless the postage or enn iage of such letter nr parcel shall have 
been previously fully paid for hy the person sending the same. 
It lias also been ordered that every parcel shall be opened in tiio 
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iirpscn(rf, of one of the offlerly officers litid flie cadet to' viiiom 
It iH 'senttbal should it contain wiiie^ or any thing ptOhiblted 
by tlie regulations, tlie parcel, upon the first ofleiice, will be 
returned to the person sending the same; aud that upon the 
second OtfeOce, the cadet will be firdered home, and will not 
he re-ad mitt ad until a written apology has been sent to the 
Committee by the person who has committed a breach of this 
regulation. 

Extract from the Standing Regulatioyis of the Seminary^ Sec, 1. 

Clause 1. 

'* No professor, master, or other person in the iustitntioii, 
shall aeceive from the cadet, oi ^hc parents or file mis of any 
cadet, any ptcuinaiy present or coiiaideiaiiun, on any pretence 
whalevei,”

ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

Begulatiom for their Admission into Company*s Service, 

Age. The assistant Sfirgcnii must not be under tvventy.two 
years, in proof of which he iiiusc pioiluce an extract from the 
register of the parisii iti which he was born, or liis own declara> 
rinii pursuant to the act of the 5tli and 6ih Culicitni IV., cap. 
f)2, and other certiticates, acreeahly to forms to be obtained in 
tile ofllce for cadets and assistant surgeons. 

Qualification in^Surceuy. 'Die assistant surgeon, upon 
receiving a noiiiMiation, will he furnished with a letter to the 
Court of Exaiyiners of the Royal College of Surgeons, to be 
examined in Siiigery, and their certificate will fte deemed a.satis¬ 
factory testimouiai of his qualification : but should the assistant 
surgeon be previously in pos<>e.ssion of a dipiuma from the Royal 
College of Surgeons of London, or of the Colleges of Surgeons 
of Dublin or Edinburgh, or of the College aud University of 
(Glasgow, or of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glas¬ 
gow, citlierof them will be deemed satisfactory as to his know¬ 
ledge of Surgery, without any tnrther examination. 

QuAgiFiCATioN IN PiiYSic. Tiic n!>siHtaiit surgeon will also be 
required to pabs an exaiuinatioii by the Cotnpaiiy’.s examining 
physician in the practice of physic, in which examiuation will he 
included as iiiiich anatomy and phy>io|()gy as is necessary for 
undei-btaudiog the caii.ses and treatment of internal disease.s, as 
well as the art of prescribing and compounding raedicine.s, and 
Dr. Hume will then require him to pioducC sutiifactuiy proi>f 
of Ills having attended at lea.xt two eonibcs of lectures on the prac¬ 
tice of [thysie, and above all, that he should produce a certidcaie 
of hiiviIII!a'tended dilixeiitly the ptacticc of the physicians at some 
general Ucnrjvital in London for .oix months; or at some general 
Hospital in the eouiitry (within the United Kingdom) for six 
months, provided such provincial Hospital contain at least, on 
an average, one hiwdred in-Patieiits, and have attached to it a 
regular establishment of physiciiiiis a.s well as siirgeons. No at- 
teiidaiiceou the practice of a pliysiciuu at any Dispensary will be 
admitted. 

The H'>si<«tanf surgeon is also required, as a condition to hU 
appointment, to subscribe tn tlie military or medical and medical 
retiring fund at his respective presidency. 

Tile assistant surgeon is requited, by resolution tif Court of 
the 21.st of .May 182d, to apply at the Cadct-ofTicc for Ins order 
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for eiiibarkatiou, and actually jyroeeed under Kuch orders within 
three months from the date of b 'iii|( passed and sworn before the 
Military Committee; he wi!l theti be furnished with an Order to 
obtain the certidcHte of his appoiiitiiient, signed by tlie Secietarjr. 
for which he will pay a fee of £5 in tlie Sectary's Office. 


CAVALRY or INFANTRY CADETS. 

Cadets nominated for either of thoaboFe corps inilkt be 16 years- 
of age, and under 22, unless they have held a commission in his 
Majesty's service for one year, or in the militia nr fencibles When 
embodied and have been called into actual service, or* from the 
company of cadets in the royal regiment of artillery, they are then 
eligible if not more than 25 years of age; and they n^ust pro¬ 
cure similar cenificates and vouchers to those prescribed for cadets 
entering the seminary. 

No person who has been dirtuissed the Army or Navy, the 
Royal Military College at Sandhurst, the Rpyal Military Academy 
at Woolwich, or who has been obliged to retire from any public 
institution for immoral or ungentlemanly conduct, will be ap¬ 
pointed a cadet direct for India. 

No person will be appointed a cadet direct for India, without 
producing to the Military (Committee a certificate, signed by 
two practising surgeons, that he has no mental or bodily defect 
whatever to disqualify him for military service. 


CADETS and ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

At a Court of Directors, held on Friday, the 27 th Feb. 1818 : 
—Resolved, That cadets and assistant surgeons be in future 
ranked according to the seniority of the Directors nominating 
them, from the date of sailing of the several ships from Graves¬ 
end, by Lloyd's list, and that those who may embark at any of the 
out-ports be likewise ranked upon the same principle from the 
date of the ship’s departure from such outports by Lloyd’s list. 

By a Resolution of Court of the 4 th Dec. 1833, all direct Cadets 
appointed or sworn in between the loth March and loth June, or 
between 10 th Sept, and lOrhDec. (or the days which maybe 
fixed on for the public examination of the Seminary Cadets) do 
rank after the Seminary Cadets who may pass their said exami- 
nations, provided the latter sail for their respective destinations 
within three months after passing said examinations. 

At a Court of Directors held 21 st May 182S Resolved, 
'Diat all the cavalry and infantry cadets and assistant surgeons 
Who shall foil to apply at the Cadet Department for their orders for 
embarkation within three months from tlie date of their being 
passed and sworn before the Committee, or shall not actually 
proceed under such orders, be considernl as having forfeited 
their appointments, unless special circumstances shall justify 
the Court's departure from this regulation. 
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CIVIL AND MILITARY SERVANTS. 

V » <*■ 

4bstrac^ Act 33 Geo. 11!, cap. 52, sec. 70, preduding the 
Return to their Duty of Civil and Military Servants after an 
Absence of Five Years. 

And be it further enacted, that no person who shall have held 
my civil or ifltlitary stailbn whatever, in India, in the service of 
the said United Company, being under the rank or degree of a 
member of council or commander-^in-chief of the forces, and who, 
having departed from India by leave of the Governor general in 
council. Of Governor in council, shall not return to India within the 
space of five years next after such departure, shall be entitled to any 
rank or restoration of office, or be capable of again serving in India, 
either in the European or native corps of troops, or in the civil line ol 
the Company's service; unless, in the case of any civil servant of 
the Company, it shall i>e proved, to the satisfaction of the Court of 
Directors, that such absence was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, 
or unless such person be permitted to return with his rank to India, 
by a vote or resolution passed by way of ballot, by three parts in 
four of the proprietors assembled in general court, specially con¬ 
vened for that purpose, whereof eight days previous notice of the 
time and purpose of such meeting shall be given in the London 
Gazette, or unless, in the case of any military officer, it shall be 
proved, to the satisfaction of the said Court of Directors and the 
Board of Commissioners for the Affairs of India, that such absence 
was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, or some inevitable accident. 


AT A COURT OF DIRECTORS, 

Held on JVednesdey, the ^th August, 1809 > 

Resolved, 'J'hat any person who shall, in future, be nominated 
to a situation, either civil or military, in the service of the Com¬ 
pany, and who shall have obtained such i.ominaiii»n in conse¬ 
quence of pun-base, or agreement to purchase, or of any cuiiupt 
pretence whatever, either direct or indirect, by himself or by any 
other person, with or without his privity, shall Le rejected from the 
service of the Company, and ordeied back to England, if he shall 
have proceeded to India before a discovery of such corrupt pracuce 
be made i and if such situation shall have been so corruptly pio- 
cuced by himself, or with his piivity, he shall be rendered incapa- 
Vle at. bolding that, or any other situation whatever, in the.-spid 
service. Provided always, that if a fair disclosure of any corrupt 
.transaction or piactice, of the nature before described, wherein 
anjp Directoi has been concerned, shall be voluntarily marie by the 
. paijfy or.partles ^ogAgtul in the same with such Director, the ap 
poiutment thereby procured shall be confirmed by the Court. 
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CIVIL SERVANTS. 

Regutationsfor the Grant Absewtee AUomnee t» dfoil 
Servants lohen in Eurc^e, 

That after an actual residetice iu India .in the civU sei^vice ^ leu 
years or upwards, a covenanted civil seivant of tiie Company, upon 
either of theestahlihlinieutsofUengal, Madras, or Boinhay, ahall be 
entitled, whether uu account of ill health or from any other cause, 
atid without reference to liis prjvat^forlune, to coii||«4»pcc to Eu¬ 
rope, on leave for thn-c years, and to receive for that period from the 
Company's cash an allowauce of £^500 per annum, pro<vid(|d that 
ill no case shall a (treater uutiibei of servanti come home ilntfer this

in the event of their again coming to Em ope, after having com¬ 
pleted a residence of ten years or upwairls, he entitled to any 
allowance under the tirat regulation, except tlieir return be again

niaihiget'^,' s'.ibjecr, as in all other cases, to the control of the 
general iiieeiiiigs of the Mibsciibers. 

Sfth. fii the event of any of tlie five nianagein who may lie elect* 
ed^fttibnaliy being Mibsequciitly removed from the presidency, 
wlfliottt any Intention of returiiitig to it during the yeai of tbeir 
efCetkmi it shall be eoiiimunicated to the subscribers at the next 
geheraf fUecting ; and in such iiotaiices, as uell as in all instanei'S ot 
vacancy in the situation of manager, by death or utlierwlse, a new 
elbctidn^* if it appears necessary, shall take place fur the utiexpired 
pari'Of tiie current year. 

A general meeting of the subscribers shall be held at the 
Tifwii 'Hall in Calcutta, oii the first Monday of the second month of 
eH^'year (or as soon afterwards as the accounts can be made up 
and’ipfrtffi/aFed for diispection), to receive hikI audit the accounts of 
the preceding year, and to decide on any qne>tiuns wliich inaj arise 
tMib4*reTt^rki. ’ Tlie committee of luatiagers, or any nine meinbei-s 
inilltafftOH, may also cntivtue a special general meeting at 
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the presidency, by public notice in the Government Ga^cettc^,^ ,Bt 
Bby time therestmll be fouiid occasion for it, provided tbpt, 
fixed for holding such special meetiDgs, ami tb^'^bject of ttieii^ 
advertised at least six weeks before the.same are held, for the g^ 
neral inroriuHtion of subscribers. 

26th. All questioiiN proposed at the general meeting,, whetihcr 
aiinnal or special, shall be determined by a majoiity cf it^'er. 
fourths of the members who may either be present at such general 
meetings, or vote thereat by proxy; but tlic concurrent voieea^C 
nine members, at least, shall be requisite to deiermine qpop, aiip 
question whatever; and upon all aeiieral questions involving any 
increase or diminiitioii of the rate of contributions now or 
any essential addition to, or alteration in, the urigiuat rules and 
principles of the institution, which are now establbheti, all aub* 
scrihers in India who may not be able to attend the meeting in

27tb. In discharge of earh annnity of 10,000 rupees granted by 
the fund, the sum of j£l,000 sleiling shall be paid to the aii> 
nuitaiit through the Company's treasury in London, at the close of 
the year in which the annuity may commence, the manauers of the 
fund undertaking, at that period, to pay over to the Corerniivent 
of Bengal tlie sum of 10,000 rupees for each annnity so payable, 
under the principles upon which the Company’s cuntiibution todhe 
fund is to be regulated. 

28th. The right of an annuitant to receive the annuity for any 
particular year shall depenil on his haiiug suivived iliut year.

scriber shall be determined iiy the table annexed hereto. The 
rates exhibited by this table shall be revised ami altered by a de¬ 
cision of a general meeting, should experience and the fiuctuatjon 
of interest suggest the necessity of such an arrangement: provided 
always, that any alteration therein shall not take effect uiitQ it 
has been sauaioiiad aud confirmed by the Com t of Directors of the 
Ka«r-lndia Company, whose decision .shall be final. 

.SOtli. To determine the accuiiiiiluied value of the coiitrihutibns 
of any subscriber, the accountant shall keep separate accnaniftlfur, 
each meiirtier, and these accounts shall be aniiuatly made up i^th 
the raff of iuterest allowed by the Company. 

3Isr. At the dose of every third year the managers shall, Ac¬ 
cording to the next table, calculate the actual values of the prid¬

The object of this fund is to provide for the maintenance of the 
widows and children of such of the subscribers as may not, at 
their demise, leave property sufficient for the subsistence and edu* 
catUm ot their (amilies; also to assist in maintaining such of the 
subscribers themselves as may be compelled by sickness or infirmity 
to return to Europe, without an adequate provision for their support. 

The following are the rates of contribution : 

If the salary or other public allowances of the subscriber be not 
more than 1000 sa. rs. per mensem, his monthly subscription

The contribution payable by each subscriber is deducted 
from his monthly allowances by the sub-treasurer, collector,'or 
other officer, paying the same, and transferred to the treasured of 
the fund. The committee of managers may, in particular cases, 
admit a deviation from it, if a different mode ot payment shall be 
desired by any buhscriber. 

All applications for admission to the benefits of the fuiKl arc 
to be made to the committee of managers; and to be accompanied 
with the necessary information, documents, and proofs, to enable 
the committee to ascertain the circumstances and situation of the 
party applying. The managers, after calling for any further in¬ 
formation or evidence which may appear to them requisite, are 
to submit the whole case for the determination of the subscribers, 
at the next general meeting. Incases of emergency and distress, 
however, when the managers may consider the claim valid, they 
are authorized tc advance such proportion of the fixed allow¬ 
ances hereafter specified as may appeal to them indispensably 
requisite, urtil a determination can be passed by the su1»criberii. 

Any subscriber to the fund who may be compelled 1^ Sick¬ 
ness or infirmity to proceed to Europe for the recovery of his 
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healtb, and shall not be possessed of sufficient means to pa)r^ 
his passage to Europe, and sup^rt himself and family during his 
necessary abseneg^j^m India, on his making a declaration upon 
oath to this effect, or otherwise establishing'the lacc, and produ¬ 
cing a certificate of the necessity of his return to Europe, solemn¬ 
ly attested by the surgeon who has attended him, and coun¬ 
tersigned by a member of the medical board, with the consequent 
permission of government for his proceeding to Europe, will re¬ 
ceive from the fund a donation, equivalent to the Company's allow¬ 
ance for a twelvemonth to a servant of his rank when out of 
employ ; viz. if he be a senior merchant, 4000 sicca rupees; if a 
junihr merchant, 3000 sicca rupees ; if a factor or writer, ‘iooo 
sicca rupees. At the expiration of one year, if the party be in 
Europe, a further donation shall be made to him, on his applica¬ 
tion to the agents for the fund in England, equal to that advanced 
to him upon his embarkation from India ; at the exchange rate of 
two shillings and sixpence for the sicca rupee, viz. jfdOO, 
or £ibo^ according to his rank in the service at the time of his 
leaving India. Should the imperfect recovery of his health ren¬ 
der it necessary to protract his stay in Europe beyond the second 
year; and, besides his own declaration upon oath to this effect, be 
shall produce to the agents for the funds in England, a certifi- 
vcate solemnly attested by a respectable physician, or other pro¬ 
fessional gentleman of established practice, that the state of his 
health has not admitted of his previous return to India, he will, 
at the commencement uf the third year after his embarkation 
from India, receive, from the agents in England, a donation equal 
to a moiety of the amount paid to him in the preceding year, 
and another moiety un a similar declamtion and certificate at the 
end of six months, viz. two years and a half after his embarkation 
from India, if he be still in Europe, which is to be consii cred to 
include all claims whatever upon the fund to the period of his 
return to India: passage money is granted, in cases appearing to 
require it, in addition to the sums above specified, and in such 
cases the amount is to be determined by a general meeting of the 
subscribers. 

On the death of any subscriber to the civil fuiu*, who may 
not be possessed of property sufficient to provide for his fkmlly, 
and may, consequently, leave a wife, cohabiting with him, 
or maintained by him and living under his protection to the' penod 
of his decease, without an adequate provision for her support, 
as hereafter specified ; if, on the information, documents, and evi¬ 
dence, which may be submitted by her to the rnanageasof the 
fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a general meeting of the 
vtibscribers that she is a proper object, a pension is to be assigned 
to her, under the provisions and limitations stated in the following 
arqcle, provided that nothing contained therein, or in any other 
part of the rules for this institution, shall be considered to entitle 
io the benefits of it, any widow, who may have been legally 
divoroid or separated from her husband for adultery; or who, at 
the period of her husband’s demise, may have quitted his pro- 
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ceetioii, and be living in a state of notoriotis adultery, tbou|(h nQt 
divorced or se{Minited from him by law. , 

' First. If the widow, at the time of her hi^hand’s death, 
lesidcnt in India, and be left without an income exceeding 
one hundr^ rupees per mensem, a pension to be assigned to her 
of three hundred rupees permensem, during her residence in Ihdii, 
If the widow be not resident in India at the time of .herhusba^^'s 
death, or shall afterwards quit India, and her income, from her 
husband's estate or otherwise, shall not exceed one hundred pounds 
per annum, the pension to be assigned to her to be three hundretl 
pounds per annum. 

Secondly. If the income of the widow, resident in India at the 
death of her husband, be more than one hundred sicca rupees per 
mensem, but exceed not four hundred rupees, or if the widow be not 
resident ill India at the time of her husband’s demise, or shall after¬ 
wards, quit India, and her income be more than one hundred pounds 
per annum, but shall not exceed four hundred pounds per annum, 
the pension to be assigned to her is to he such as will make up her in¬ 
come to four hundred rupees per mensem, during her residence in 
India, or four hundred pounds per annum in fiurope, or elsewhere. 

Thirdly. In the event of a widow, to whom a pension 
may have been assigned, acquiring subsequently, by inheritance, 
bluest, or otherwise, any property or income which, with the 
property left to her at her husband’s decease, and the pension re¬ 
ceived by her, may render her total income, including her 
pension from the fund, more than five hundred rupees per 
mensem, during her residence in India, or mure than five hundred 
pounds per annum in Europe, or elsewhere, her pension from the 
fund is liable to abatement, proportioned to the excess of her entire 
income, including the pension, above th^ sum specified ; or to he 
altogether discontinued, in the event ot her property or income, 
exclusive of the pension assigned to her from the fund, being equal 
to the full •■um ot five hundred rupees per mensem in India, or five 
hundred pounds per annum in Europe, or e^ewherc. 

Fourthly. All pensions of widow's are also liable to discontinuance 
on their rc-marriagc. But in the event of their being again left in a 
state of widowhood, without an adequate provision tor their support, 
they may he again admitted to the benefits .of the fund, under the 
same provisions and limitations as on thcir original admission , 

Fifthly. The pensions to w’idows, who may be admitted to the 
benefits of the fund, are to be paid in advance half-yearly to them¬ 
selves or to their authorized agents. But the acknowledgment of 
the widow herself shall be taken for all sums paid in her behalf; 
and shall contain a solemn declaration that her entire income, in¬ 
cluding the pension received by her, does not exceed the sum 
limited above. 

Widows are, if they have no means" of paying for their passage 
to Europe, supplied from the fund with such sum as may ap¬ 
pear requisite for that purpase. 

If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means pf 
providing for his family, and -shall consequently leave a child or 
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p,h^^l^n,,bora in wedlock^ without itn adequate.prowsiou for ihiNr 
itlaihtenance; and on the infonnationy doeqmentST or cfidence 
whiqttmay be $u|^iUed in their behalf to themaoagers of the 
fundi it shall apjiear to tbe satisfaction of a general meeting of the 
spbscribers that they are proper objectSy an allowance for their 
niaintenance and education shall be assigned from the lundy under 
the provisions and limitations contained in the following article; 

First. If the child or children of the deceased aubscdber <be 
left .withoi^t any provision, the allowance for the education and 
maintenance of each child to be granted from the fund, in India or 
ill Europe, is to be according to the age of the child, as follows, yis- 

Till hvc years of age, thirty rupees per mensem in India; or 
thirty pounds per annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the sixth year, to the end of the 
eighth, forty rupees per mensem in India; or sixty pounds per 
annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the ninth year, to the end of the 
eleventh, fifty rupees per mensem in India} or eighty pounds per 
annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty rupees per 
mensem, in India; or one hundred pounds per annum in Europe. 

Secondly, If any provision be left by a subscriber for his child 
or children; or if after his death they shall at any time become 
possessed of property or income by inheritance, bequest, or other¬ 
wise, but not such as to afford the sums specified for their educa¬ 
tion and maintenance; the allowances to be granted from the fund 
are to be such as, in addition to the property or income possessed 
by them, will make up the several sums above specified, accord¬ 
ing to their respective ages; and as they may be resident in India 
or in Europe. 

Thirdly. In the event of the property or income left to the 
child or children of a subscriber, at his demise, or which may 
subsequently devolve, or be in any wise acquired by them, being 
such as to afford the full amount specified for their education aiut 
maintenance, they arc not considered entitled to any allowance 
from the fund ; and any allowances which may have been granted 
before such accession of property or income are to be disconturiueil.

tl^e agents to the fund in England; who from time ;o time 
art' to adopt such measures as may appear necessary for the 
purpose of ascertaining any accession of property, which would 
render the allowances from the fund liable to abatements or dis- 
contmuancci 

[Fifthly. The provision so made from the fund, for the main- 
tetiance anti education of female children, ccaseson their marriage, 
or on their being settled in any profession or employment; and the 
proyUlon for male children ceases on their hping settled in any pro.

feision or employment, or on their attaining the age of tweTi||^.^ie 
yeafa. Bat any requisite sum, not exceeding hve hundred pc'unds, 
may be appropriated td the ^benefit of male ok^nwle children hy 
the managers of the fund in India; or by the agents of the fund 
in England, at the time of their marriage, or of their being sealed 
in any profession. 

For children who may, be in India when admitted to t|v« 
fund, and who may be sent to England for:|heireducation« with'the 
concurrence of the managers, passage money, if requisite, is to,be 
supplied from the fund, not exceeding one tliousand sicca rupees 
for each child. An allowance for passage money, not exceeding 
one hundred pounds, also to be granted if it appear necessary, for the 
return to India of any children admitted to the fund, wbo^ after 
completing their education in Europe, may leturn to India. 

In all cases of application being made to the fund for assistan<;‘B 
to the family of a deceased subscriber, an authenticated copy of 
the will of the deceased, or, it he siiall have died intestate, a full 
authentic statement of any property left ly hnn, and of the legal 
heirs thereto, must be submitted for the inforniaiiun of the ma> 
naeers and subscribers. A general meeting of .sub.snribers has 
full power to reject the application for aid frotri the fund, where 
it may appear that a subscriber, leaving propert}’, has made an 
improper devise of it, with a view to throw his family upon the 
fund, or has puiposely neglected to make a disposition of his 
property for the benefit of his family. 

Those who may arrive in India, and subscribe to the fund, are 
considered subscribers from the time of their arrival at Fort Wil* 
Ham, or from the commencement of any allowances receivable 
by them as civil servants of the Bengal establishment. But no 
civil servant of this presidency in India, who may not accept the 
invitation given to him by the preceding article, within six months 
after his arrival in India, shall be admitted to become a subscriber. 

The contribution of every subscriber to the fund ceases upiui hif 
havttiglndia, to return to Europe; but in theeveniof hisreturningm 
India, and again receiving allowance from the Company, he is to 
renew his contribution from the commencement of such allowance* 

If a subscriber to the fund, at the time of his retiring from 
the ser\'iee to return to Europe, shall have contributed, by his pre* 
vioiis monthiv pa>mrnts to the fund, the principal sum of hv.e 
thousand sicca rupees; or if, on his quitting the service, he shall 
pay to the fund what may be wanting to complete his contnbutiuxi 
to that amount *, such contribution shall entitle the tamily of the 
subscriber, on his demise, to the benefits of the institution, undei 
the several ptoVisions herein-stated, or such as may be hereafter es¬ 
tablished, in like manner as if his death had taken place dianng hts 
residence and actual subscription to the fund in India. Tbeianl^y 
of any subscriber to the fund, who may die during his.tempor^ 
absehce from India for the recovery of his health, are 
sidered entitled to the benefits of the fund, under the cxJsuiig.mlc^ 
of it, whether such subscriber may have contiibuted more, or 
than five thousand sicca rupees. In all Other i ases, if the deceased 
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membtr of the imifimtidn shah not have been ari actaal subscribet 
to the fund at the ti^e of his death, and shall. n6t have contributed 
five thousand stc(^’'rupees to the fund, it shall he at the option 
of the subscribers to adfhithis family to the benefits of the fund or 
otherwise. 

If a subscriber to the fund shall be dismissed from the service, he 
shall cease to' be entitled to the benefits of the institution, and, 
in the event of hisde^, his widow and children shall, in like 
manner, hive no claim to the benefit of the institution.-^But 
on his dismissal the amount of his actual contribution-to the fund, 
without inteicsi, shall be returned to him; unless his circum> 
stances should be such, as would have wholly precluded him and 
hi^ family from any benefit if he had remained a mcmber^ in 
which case he shall not be entitled to receive back any part of 
the amount contributed by him. 

If a subscribet to the fund shall be suspended from the service 
he shall, during the period of his suspension, cease to be entitled 
in his own person to the benefits of the institution ; but, in the 
crent of his restoration to the service, he shall be restored to his 
former right; and if such subscriber shall die during the period 
of his suspeiisiun, his widow and children shall be entiled to the 
benefits of the institution in like manner as ii he had not been 
suspended. 

If a married subsciiber to the fund shall proceed to Europe, 
otherwise than under medical certificate and as an incumbent 
upon the funds of the institution it shall be optional with such 
subscriber in order to secure to his family the benefits of the 
institution, in the event of his death while absent from India, 
either to make up his subscription to the sum of Sa.Rs. 5 , 000 , or 
to secure a continuuneft of the payment here, during his life, or 
monthly subscription to the tuncl at the average rate paid by the 
subscribers of the same years branding upon the civil list: Provided 
however that no subscriber shall be permitted to avail himsell of 
the above rule for a period exceeding five yeais, from the date of 
his departure ; nor will any subscription at the avcrai e rate be 
received after the expiration or that period : Provided further, 
that incase the average payments above described shall be discoii* 
tinned, for a period of one year consecutively, the same shall be 
held and deemed to be a resignation and abandonment of the 
institution, and the family of the subscriber shall not have any 
Claim upon the fund, upon payment of the arrears due; except 
Upon good and sufficient cause for the omission being shown to 
the satisfaction of a general quarterly meeting of the subscribers. 

That the allowance drawn from the fund by civil servants 
proceeding to Europe on sick certificate be recoverable from them 
Off their return to the service, without interest, by monthly install 
OKilts, not less than three times the amount oS their monthly 
sabscriptions while out of employ, or receiving less than i.OQO 
per mensem; and not less than ten per cent, on their salary and 
ctfhfer allowances, when drawing i,ooo rupees per mensem or 
upwards.

2. Indii'iduais of the (lescriptions enumerated in the first article, 
who maV not have signified their wish of becoming subociibers 
witliin six months of their admisshui on the establicdiiiient, shall 
itiily he admissible on obtaining the saiictiun of a majority of the 
sub.ocribei's, and on the following conditions : 

1st. 'I'liat the application for admission be accompanied by 
. the certificate of two surgeons, that the person de^iring to 
Slth^CTibe is then, to the best of their knowledge, in good 
health.

Prorided that nothltnt contained herein, or in any other part of 
these rules of the institution, shall be considered to entitle to the 
beiieAtsofit any widow who may have been legally divorced or 
sefiai'Hted from her husband for adultery, or who, at the period of 
her husband's demise, may have quitted his protection, and be 
living in H state of notorious adultery, though not divorced or 
separated Aroiu him by law, or who subsequent to tier husband'*!

23. If a widow pensioner on the fund marries, Iter pension is in

26. Till' Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by a presi¬ 
dent and twelve directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the 
ISiii of January, by a general meeting of all subscribers who may 
be present at tlie presidency. Subscribers who may be absent 
troiii the presidency may vote for directors by proxy, on address¬ 
ing to the secretary letters containing the names of the persons for 
wiioin they wish tu vole, or by transmitting such names under 
tiicir Hignature to the general meeting by the tiand of any other 
subscritier. The directors wlio sliaii be found duly elected shall 
then choose tlicir president from amongst themselves.

27. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund, and pro¬ 
ceedings of the directors for the past year, shall be laid before the 
meeting, for inspection and approval hy the subscribers present, 
who uetc not of the direction ; after wliicli the meeting at lutge 
will proceed to choose directors for the msuiug twelve months. 
The accounts to be published for general iuforuiatioii. 

28. The directors of the past year ore eligible to be re-elected. 

29. Ail subscribers who may have contributed to the fund by 
paying doiiationB and suhscripiions in their respective ranks, during 
SIX continued months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to 
exfamine the accounts and proceedings, and to vote for directors. 

30. In the event of a vacancy in the office of directors occul*- 
rine, in the intermediate period between two annual meetings, the 
directors may choose a successor from amongst the subscribers at 
the p^ideiiry, who nmy he eligible to the office.

Tlie secretary will be ex]>ected to have an office at his own 
l'e^Jdellce foi the accomiuodatioii of the meetings of the direcUns, 
for the pieKcrviitioa of the records, and tor the purpose td'afford¬ 
ing access to the officers of the army at large to the books of the

34. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meet¬ 
ings ; but no meeting ot the dii'ector> consisting of a smaller num¬ 
ber tiian live shall be coinpeieiit to the transaction of business ;

36. The secretary will keep the set of books in use in (he Mili¬ 

tary Widow’-} Fimd, under iiisiructions which he may receive Irom 
time to time from the directors of the funds. • 

37. The hooks and corres|iondence of the fund shall be at all 
limes open to the inspection of subsetibers. 

3@. When any new regulation shall appear to the dhectors to 
be.advisable, such regulation shall be circulated to corps for con¬ 
sideration, stud the affirmative or negative of the majority of Indi* 
vidual votes (to he ascertained at the expiration of four monfhs) 
shall decide Ks adoption or rejection. 

39. If any subscriber or chtimant on the fund shall be desirous 
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to Kppeal from the deeftroti of the ^reetore to Ctiftt of 
scribei-s at large, upon any snbject 'wbkh may uot be ape^Mditly 
defined by the regulations, such appeal, provliK’^ it be apptored 
by three directors, shall be referred by the directors and decided 
upon in the manner preacrtbed in ibe preceding article, and 
decision upon sncb appeal, or that of the directors in cases not 
appealable, shall be final in all rases wbaterer; any fiirfber 
agitation of the question, by a process of law or otherwise, being 
deemed in itself to be an absolute forfeiture of all claim on the 
fund. 

40. When a reference shall be made to the subsn'ihersat large 
respecting either a proposed regulation, or an appeal, ilic result of 
sucli I'cfetence shall be cuinmiiiiiCfited to c< rpsfui the iiifoiniatiun 
of subscribers. 

41. Generally all payments due from the fund are to he made 
half-yearly In England, and monthly iti India, but in cases when 
liensioners or claimants on the fund are about to embark for Eu* 
rope, all arrears arc tti be paid up to the laief^tdatc prcicticalde. 

42. Any arrear which may be due to the fund, by n suhserrher 
or by an auuuiiant who may have received an over-payment, loan, 
or advance, shall in all ca«es he deducted from the fii*>t payments 
to be made from tlie fund to the person owing such hi rear. 

43. All income derived from the Hengal AJilitary Fund is de¬ 
clared to be unalieiiiOde, and the fiict of attempting iheniicnatioii 
of such income ill any manner, or under any pretence, shall be 
deemed in itself a forkilureof all futuie benefits fmin the fund. 

44. If asabscriber who may be dismissed from the service, by 
a court-martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the 
service, lie shall be re-admissnlde to the fund on p.'iyiiieiil of tiie 
arrears that may have been Hcciimulated, with compound interest 
thereon, in the same iiiaiiner as if Iw had suffered only tempoiaiv 
suspension. 

45. All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period 
rball be invariably lested in the Honourable Company's securities 
with exception of a small balance to meet current expenses, and 
niunthly pensions. 

46. 'Fhebusiuessof thefuiid in Europe shall be conducted through 
ilie agency of Sir C. Cockerell, Hart., and Co., wdio will from 
time to time receive the necessary instructions for their guidance, 
and to whom such applications will be preferred as cannot with 
equal coiirenieiice be submitted to the directois of the fund in 
India.
